failed and finally when he persis- 
tently refused to renounce Christ no 
was thrown into prison, torture^ .n 
every known way and anally put to 
death. 


Miraculous Cures 


According to the traditions of the 


Catholic church it was while in pris- 
on that many . miracles f.vere per- 
formed through the Intercession of 
St. Blalse and these miracles caused 
him to be persecuted'more'terribly. 
The miracles were generally the heal- 
ing of diseases and the most notable 
one was that of the rich woman's 
son who was threatened with death 
owing to a flsh bone In his throat.
